Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, 

The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition in respect of 1931. 
The following are the regulations governing the award: 

1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations and 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit, no award will be made. : 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December 31st, 1930, and the 
Prize will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Association to be held at Eastbourne in July, 1931. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or the admissibility of his or her essay, the decision 
of the Council shall be final. ; 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a séaled 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. ' 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the British 
Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate Section 
of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.

A meeTinG of the Rochdale Division was held at the Rochdale 
Infirmary on October Ist, when Dr. W, H. Carse was in the 
chair, and twenty-one members and. visitors were present. The 
CHAIRMAN expressed his at being able to greet Dr. 
Topping, who had just taken over the post of medical officer of 
health for the borough of Rochdale, and offered his congratula- 
tions on behalf of the members. Dr. Toppine replied, and said 
he would do all in his power to co-operate with medical practi- 
tioners in the area, 

Professor J. 8. B. Sroprorp, F.R.S. (Manchester University), 
delivered a_ lecture on some recent work on sensation and ils 
clinical significance. Aided by lantern slides, he gave a very lucid 
exposition of the sensory pathway from age! to brain. 
Although Head’s classification was still essentially the standard, 
he preferred for many purposes to group superficial and deep 
sensation together, and to divide sensation into protective and 
discriminative factors, the latter being more highly developed in 
the higher mammals. Protective sensation included recognition 
of pain, heat, cold, and pressure. Discriminative sensation in- 
cluded spatial recognition in three dimensions—localization, 
posture, and power to compare stimuli. The different routes by 
which the afferent fibres dealing with these sensory functions 
travelled from the skin, tendons, muscles, etc,, through the nerve 
trunks and — cord to the thalamus, and the connexions 
between the thalamus and the cortex, were then described. The 
lecturer dealt next with the clinical importance of his observa- 
tions. He had examined over 500 cases, mainly of primary or 
secondary nerve suture in war injuries, and found on analysis of 
these that though protective function was frequently restored, it 
was much rarer to get anything like satisfactory restoration of 
discriminative function, which was the important factor in enabling 
the patient to pursue his occupation efficiently, 

On the motion of Dr. Bateman, seconded “ Dr. Ricumonp, a 
vote of thanks was accorded with acclamation to the lecturer. 


Merropouitan Counties Brancu: City Division. 
A very successful opening meeting of the session of the City 
Division was held at the Metropolitan Hospital on October 7th, 
when twenty-eight members were present. The proceedings 
opened with the installation of Dr. J. Liddell as chairman for the 
ensuing year, and of Dr. P. G. Stevenson Davis as secretary. 

A very interesting and helpful discourse on placenta praevia was 
given by Dr. T. G. Stevens. He explained that placenta praevia 
probably had an embryological origin, the placenta developing on 
the decidua capsularis instead of on the decidua basalis, and being 
carried lower as the embryo enlarged. The diagnosis between 
placenta praevia and accidental haemorrhage was frequently most 
difficult, and the speaker gave the following “ pointers’ in their 
differentiation. In about 70 per cent. of cases of accidental 
haemorrhage albuminuria was present, a toxic basis being probable. 
If the foetal head was found low down on abdominal exam- 
ination the haemorrhage was oe accidental. The character 
of the haemorrhage seldom had a bearing on the diagnosis, 
but in placenta praevia it was often’ repeated, and small in 
amount at the commencement. A _ certain diagnosis could 
only be made by feeling the ee itself, In dealing with 
treatment Dr. Stevens said that the patient was not safe 
until delivered. It was the inert character of the uterus 
which emphasized any kind of uterine haemorrhage, and the 
principle of treatment was to awaken the uterus. e best way 
of dealing with most cases in a private house was to plug the 
vagina with lumps of absorbent cotton-wool wrung out in 1 per 
cent. lysol, but a speculum must be used, and the packing must 
be done thoreughly. A tight binder and a perineal bandage must 
then be applied, every care being taken to keep the membranes 
unruptured. Morphine should be given for pain and shock. When 
uterine contractions had commenced, bipolar version should be 
performed and a leg brought down. The chief dangers were 
Injury to the cervix, post-partum haemorrhage, and_ sepsis. 
Dealing with Caesarean section, Dr. Stevens said that enthusiasm 
for this operation had sent up the mortality of childbirth, but 
it had a place in the treatment of, placenta praevia—namely, 
in primigravidae with central placenta praevia and a rigid cervix. 
In these circumstances he advised that the operation should be 
performed under local anaesthesia. The interest evoked by the 
lecturer was made evident by the large number who took part 
in the subsequent discussion, and by the number of questions put. 
Dr. H. M. Cnurcamn moved, and Dr. H, Cvurusert Dixon 
seconded, a hearty vote of thanks. 


Surrey Brancn: Croypon Division. 
A GENERAL meeting of the Croydon Division was held at the 
Croydon General Hospital on October 2nd, when Dr. 8. Dux 
TuRNER was in the chair. The representatives reported on 
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the proceedings of the Representative Meeting held in July. The 
suggested alteration of boundaries was discussed, and the following 
resolution was passed : 

The Croydon Division, whilst willing to cede part of Epsom Rural 
District and part of Godstone. Rural District, as suggested, does not 
wish to part with that part of Coulsdon and Purley which is at 
present in the Croydon Division, and suggests that the remainder of 
Coulsdon and Purley Rural District, which is at present in the 
Reigate Division, should as a complete entity be in the Croydon 
Division. The Purley War Memorial Hospital, where the practi- 
tioners work, is situated in the borough of Croydon, and the whole 
district belongs geographically to Croydon. 


Sussex Brancu: HastinGs Division. 


Tue first meeting of the new session of the Hastings Division 
was held at the Dustanen Hospital on October 7ih, Dr. F. J. 
Cutter, the newly elected chairman, delivered his inaugural 
address, taking for his subject “‘ A ‘ famous’ doctor—Dr. Palmer 
of Rugeley.” Dr. Cutler gave a very interesting account of the 
evidence in the case, and a careful analysis of its medical aspects. 
The meeting was very well atiended. The next meeting of the

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE 
COMMITTEES. 
ANNUAL MEETING IN LONDON. 
Tur annual meeting of the National Association of Insurance 
Committees was held in London on October 9th and 10th. This 
includes only the Insurance Committees of England, 
195 of which were represented. 


Mr. Joun Hurron of the North Riding Committee, who 
presided, declared in his address from the chair that the much- 
abased Insurance Act of 1911 had proved one of the greatest 
of social reforms, and those people who in the early days 
acceded in evading what they regarded as the stigma of 
compulsory insurance would now be only too pleased to come 
in. Thousands had blessed the day when they were ‘“ con- 
sripted ’’ into national health insurance. That medical benefit 
yas still confined to general practitioner service was not the 
fult of Insurance Committees, but, limited as the present 
grvice was, it was doing great things for the health of the 
community, and within its restricted range had given satisfac- 
tim. Insurance Committees had frequently complained, how- 
wer, that the ordinary skill of the insurance practitioner was 
not sufficient, and failed just when and where the needs of 
the case were greatest. The time had arrived when facilities 
for diagnosis and the advice and help of specialists and con- 
altants should be given as statutory benefits and be available 
fo all insured persons. After a full service for insured persons 
jad been secured development should be on the lines of pro- 
viding medical benefit for their dependants. As to the cost, 
al that was needed was an extension of the present system 
of organized medical benefit so as to provide for dependants 
ma flat rate of payment by increasing slightly the rates of 
wntribution. He was pleased that the British Medical Asso- 
ciation had come round to the opinion that it was time for 
a proper organized medical service to be provided for depen- 
dants; he wished the Association would go a little further 
and realize that the non-manual workers and voluntary con- 
iributors whose earnings somewhat exceeded £250 a year were 
just as much in need of an insurance medical service as the 
sired workers. Myr. Hutton added that post-graduate courses 
were a necessity for the improvement of the medical service. 
The average ability of the medical practitioner was definitely 
higher than in the days before the Insurance Act was passed, 
wut the busy family doctor found it increasingly difficult to 
keep abreast of the latest discoveries in medicine. A short, 
iwoadly based course at an up-to-date hospital was an obvious 
nethod which ought to have been made available years ago. 
The education of practitioners had not kept abreast of the 
knowledge gained by research. The average doctor was not 
given the facilities for acquiring knowledge, and so he natur- 
illy took the line of least resistance and went on prescribing 
ad giving treatment in a form which should long ago have 
een relegated to history. 

Lord Cozens-Harpy (who was returned at the top of the 
wll in the election of the executive council) remarked on the 
fut that a recent review of national health insurance in 
Germany had disclosed the same tendencies at work as in this 
tntry—namely, a large increase in the sickness claims and 
ageneral widening of medical and pharmaceutical benefits. 
lord Cozens-Hardy thought that the extension of medical 
benefit should not be ruled out solely on account of cost until 
the whole field had been explored, when it would be seen 
thether the State would not be recouped in other directions for 
the additional expense, which might be greatly in the interest 
if insured persons. He complimented the British Medical 
Asociation on producing so comprehensive a scheme for a 
General Medical Service. 

Mr. W. M. Marswate of Lanark, who brought the greetings 
ithe Scottish Association, also commended the proposals of the 
British Medical Association. Jn many respects, he said, those 
epenls would require to be modified before they could be 

mght into effect. but they represented a very important 
mtribution to the discussion, and it would not be out of place 

Tnsurance Committees and other organizations were to enter 
to conference, not merely with the British Medical Associa- 
tim, but with the approved societies also, on the difficult 
Wblems outlined in the Association’s memorandum. Whatever 
light be said with regard to the medical profession, those 
tierned with the administration of national health insurance 
il recognized that the leaders of the British Medical Asso- 
tition had a genuine desire to formulate a scheme which would 
tully benefit. the people and which was deserving of careful 

tin. He suggested that the Associations of Insurance 

Committees for England, Wales, and Scotland should very 
tefully discuss the British Medical Association memorandum. 
4 Were points they would desire to modify, and others 
98% which they would require more information, but Insur- 


ance Committees were in a position to contribute constructively 
as well as to criticize. 

Mr. F. Liewettyn Jones, M.P., who spoke for Wales, said 
that it was generally realized that a great deal could and must 
be done in the direction indicated in the British Medical Asso- 
ciation report. It was not to be expected that all the sug- 
gestions could be = into operation in the near future, but 
some extensions of benefit for which Insurance Committees had 
pleaded for many years should certainly be pressed forward 
for immediate provision—namely, expert medical advice and 
treatment for persons who could travel to meet the specialist, 
expert advice for persons unable to travel, laboratory service, 
and medical benefit for dependants. 

A motion was brought forward by the Smethwick Insurance 
Committee declaring that the present facilities for change of 
doctor by insured persons were a contributory cause of lax 
certification, and recommending to the Minister that, in order 
to strengthen the position of insurance practitioners in con- 
nexion with the certification of incapacity for work, the 
present arrangement of fourteen days’ notice ge be abolished 
and an arrangement similar to that in operation before 1924 
substituted, providing that the existing arrangement under 
which an insured person may change his doctor at any time 
with the consent of both doctors should be retained. After 
some discussion, on an appeal by Sir Tomas Nem, the mover 
of the resolution agreed to withdraw it, for the time being, 
in view of some sharp differences of opinion which had been 
disclosed. 

On another resolution by Smethwick. that in the event of 
the school-leaving age being raised to 15, it was desirable that 
employees of 15 years of age should be required to contribute 
to national health insurance, and that the school medical 
records should be made available to insurance practitioners 
selected by the persons concerned, Mr. T. B. Layron (London) 
said that a great deal was heard about the right of the patient 
to free choice of doctor, but there was an older right—namely, 
that what the doctor learned about a patient should not 
be divulged except with the patient’s consent. As medicine 
extended from a private arrangement between two individuals 
to more or less of a State organization, this rule might not 
be always rigidly held, and he was not one of those who 
construed it so strictly as to believe that what was said in 
the consulting-room was as secret as what was said in the 
confessional; but he felt that it did require io be borne in 
mind, and he hoped the conference would not too hastily adopt 
such a resolution as the Smethwick one. One delegate asked 
what possible harm could result from the school records of 
the child being passed on to the insurance practitioner, but 
in the end the conference agreed to an amendment, referring 
the question to the consideration of the executive council. 

On a motion by Lancashire, it was agreed to make repre- 
sentations to the Minister of Health to amend Section 4 of the 
National Health Insurance Act, 1928, relating to laboratory 
diagnostic services, and in the meantime to sanction a con- 
tinuance of the grants made for this purpose by the Lancashire 
Insurance Committee under Section 26 of the Act of 1924. 
It was stated that Lancashire had carried on this scheme for 
four years, with very great benefit, but the Minister had now 
stated that this could not be allowed. Section 4 of the 1928, 
Act was passed because some authorities were misusing their 
resources, but this could not be said of Lancashire. 
also stated that a laboratory diagnostic scheme could be pro- 
vided for all insured persons at a cost of one farthing per unit. 

The conference agreed to a resolution by Kent urging that 
it was not in the best interests of medical benefit administration 
for an insurance practitioner to act as assistant to a non- 
insurance practitioner, and requesting the executive council 
to examine the position. 

Mr. L. G. Brock, chairman of the Board of Control, 
addressed the conference on the Mental Treatment Act, and 
appealed for the help of Insurance Committees in making 
known what the Act might provide in the way of out-patient 
clinics and tveatment of voluntary mental. patients. 


CO-ORDINATLON OF INSURANCE SCHEMES. 
Trape Union Deputation To THE MINISTER. 
THE Minister of Health received, on October 2nd, a deputation 
from the National Association of Trade Union Approved 
Societies. 

Its object was to bring to his notice a number of resolutions 
on social insurance questions passed at the annual meeting 
of the association heid in June last. In particular, the asso- 
ciation, while welcoming the appointment of a Cabinet Com- 
mittee to survey the existing insurance schemes, wished to 
urge upon the Government that legislation should be intro- 
duced as early as possible for the development of the national 


health insurance scheme by the provision of such additional : 


services as had been recommended by the Royal Commission. 
The deputation intimated that the assoviation contemplated 
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the preparation of a memorandum for submission to the Cabinet 
Committee on the desirability of co-ordinating the present 
national insurance schemes. They also expressed alarm at the 
position which, in default of legislation, would arise at the 
end of the year when a number of insured persons who had 
been out of employment for long periods would cease to be 
insured. 

The Minister said, in reply, that the Government had felt 
the importance of obtaining a picture of the national insur- 
ance schemes as a whole, and with this object it had set up 
the Cabinet Committee. The task before the committee was 
immense, and it was useless to suppose that a complete scheme 
could be framed in a short time or carried into effect in one 
stage. In the meantime he would like to consider improve- 
ments of the health insurance scheme, and the possibility of 
an improved maternity service especially attracted him. But 
there were obvious financial difficulties, as weli as the difficulty 
of finding parliamentary time. He agreed that the position 
of those persons who, owing to prolonged unemployment, might 
fall out of insurance at the end of the present year, required 
urgent consideration, especially from the point of view of a 
possible loss of pension rights. The matter was receiving his 
careful attention. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. ’ 
£100 Penalty for Rendering Account to Insured Patient. 
Ar the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on Sep- 
tember 25th it was reported that the Minister of Health had 
decided, following the recommendation of the Insurance Com- 
mittee, to withhold a sum of £100 with a view to the deduction 
of this amount from the remuneration payable to a practitioner 
who had been found to have sought to obtain the payment 
of money to which he was not entitled for treatment provided 

by him for an insured person. ? 

The facts of the case are briefly as follows: Tho insured 
person, a domestic servant, had acute suppurative teno- 
synovitis, following a prick of the thumb, and, visiting a 
friend, was persuaded to see the friend’s insurance practitioner, 
who was the respondent in the case. He attended her daily 
for a fortnight, and at frequent intervals for the next three 
months; she transferred herself from her former doctor to his 
list. The practitioner then asked the committee’s approval of 
proposed charges to the patient on the ground that he had 
rendered such special services as entitled him to charge an 
insured patient under his terms of service, but this was refused, 
both the Local Medical and Insurance Committees agreeing 
that the services were not such as to entitle him to charge 
the patient in respect of them. The patient was insured by 
her employer in respect of liabilities under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, and the insurance company paid the 
employer £25, which he handed over to the servant. After 
efforts by the practitioner to obtain payment of his fees from 
the insurance company had failed, he sent to the patient a 
detailed account of services rendered, adding, ‘‘ Excluding all 
those under National Health Insurance Regulations, an 
inclusive fee of £30 would be very fair and reasonable, and 
I shall be glad of a settlement in due course.’’ 

When the case came before the Insurance Committee, it 
decided to censure the practitioner, to ask the Minister to 
withhold a sum of not less than £100, and to express the 
opinion that the continuance of the practitioner on the medical 
list would be prejudicial to the efficiency of the medical service 
of the insured. The practitioner appealed against the com- 
mittee’s decision, The inquiry committee which was set up 
found that the Insurance Committee was justified in taking 
disciplinary action, and recommended that the respondent 
should be ordered to make some payment towards the costs. 
They added: ‘‘ We note that no evidence of other attempts 
to charge fees to insured persons on his list was offered, that 
no suggestion was made of neglect of his patients, and that 
in this attempt to obtain a fee he acted throughout quite 
openly.”’ 

The Minister has decided that it is not necessary to take 
the extreme course of removing the name of the practitioner 
from the medical list, but he has formally warned the practi- 
tioner that any recurrence of such conduct on his part would 
be bound to lead to renewed consideration of the question. He 
has also decided, on the basis of the report made to him, to 
dismiss the practitioner’s appeal, and to withhold the sum of 
£100, which amount is to be deducted from the remuneration 
payable to the practitioner. He has also directed that the 
practitioner shatl pay ten guineas towards the costs incurred 
by the committee. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 
At the meeting of the London Panel Committee on September 
23rd, Dr. A. Medd and Dr. C. R. Reckitt were appointed 
members of the committee to fill vacancies respectively in the 
representation of the Women Panel Practitioners’ Association 


on the committeos and of the constituency of Stepney, p, 
R. G. Chase and Dr. E, A. Gregg were reappointed dined 
representatives on the Insurance Acts Committee for } 
The meeting also appointed representatives to the forthcoming 
annual conference, and discussed with a view to instruction, 
to such representatives the annual report of the Insurance Apt, 
Committee. 
Excessive Prescribing. 

The pharmacy subcommittee reported that it had consider 
the prescribing of a practitioner concerned in a case which 
had been referred to it by the Ministry of Health for investiga. 
tion under Article 42 of the Regulations. This practitiong’, 
percentage excess over the areal average for the period wa 
54.2 per cent., resulting in a monetary excess of £75 
After making due allowance for the type of practice, whig 
was situated in a poor-class neighbourhood, where the incideng 
of ill-health was likely to be somewhat larger than in thy 
average practice, the subcommittee came to the conclusion thg 
the prescribing revealed evidence of excess, which Was 
estimated at £20, and this decision was communicated to th 
Minister of Health.
